CLARIFICATION UNDER SECTION 12 (7)OF THE KARNATAKA TAX ON ENTRY OF GOODS ACT, 1979 

Sub: KTEG Act, 1979-clarification of rate of tax on ‘branded unmanufactured tobacco packed in sachets’ 

for the period from 01-04-2007 to 31-03-2010 - reg. 

Ref: Applications dated 28-09-2012 and 19-02-2013 of M/s Mahadevi Enterprises, Udupi - TIN 29280748989. 

In the application dated 28-09-2012 cited above, Sri Vittal A.Nayak, Proprietor of M/s Mahadevi Enterprises, Mythri Complex, 
Udupi - 576 101 had sought clarification regarding the rate of tax payable on entry of ‘unmanufactured tobacco’ under the Karnataka 
Tax on Entry of Goods Act, 1979 (herein after referred to as the Entry Tax Act) from 01-04-2007 and it was clarified that the 
‘unmanufactured tobacco in sachets’ is liable to entry tax at 2% with effect from 01-04-2010 in terms of NotificationNo.FD 86 CSL 2010, 
dated 31-03-2010 vide clarification No.KTEG/CLR/CR-12/ 2012-13, dated 02-02-2013. 

2. Subsequently, the applicant has filed a letter dated 19-02-2013, wherein he has submitted that the rate of entry tax applicable from 
01-04-2007 to 31-03-2010 was not clarified to him in the clarification dated 02-02-2013. While referring to a clarification issued by the 
‘Authority for Clarification and Advance Rulings’ (herein after referred to as the ‘Authority’) on 02-09-2003 vide No.AR/CLR/CR-58/2003- 
04 in the case of M/s Somchand Dalchand Sha, Bijapur, wherein the ‘Authority’ has clarified that unmanufactured tobacco is an 
agricultural produce and hence not liable to entry tax, he has sought rectification of the clarification dated 02-02-2013. 
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3. The matter is examined. “Tobacco products of all description including beedies, cigarettes, cigars, churuts, snuff, zarda, 
quinam etc.,” fall under entry SI.No.96 of First Schedule to the Entry Tax Act. The State Government has specified the rate of tax to be 
levied and collected on these goods at 4% in terms of Notification No.FD 11 CET 2002, dated 30-03-2002 issued under section 3(1) of 
the Entry Tax Act. Flowever, subsequently the rate of entry tax has been reduced from 4% to 2% with effect from 01-04-2010 in terms of 
Notification No.FD 86 CSL 2010, dated 31-03-2010 issued by the State Government under section 11 -A of the Entry Tax Act. 

4. (1) As per the definition in Section 2(1) of the Entry Tax Act, ‘agricultural produce or horticultural produce’ shall not include 
tea, beedi leaves, coffee, rubber, cashew, cardamom, pepper and cotton; and such other produce as has been subjected to any 
physical, chemical or other process for being made fit for human consumption, save mere cleaning, grading, sorting or drying. Thus, any 
produce which is subjected to any physical, chemical or other processes for being made fit for consumption shall not be treated as 
agricultural or horticultural produce for the purposes of the Entry Tax Act. 

(2) In the instant case, the raw tobacco grown by the farmers is not marketed as such. The verification of sample produced 
has revealed that product marketed by the applicant is not tobacco in the form of an agricultural produce. It is a product obtained from 
raw tobacco, that is subjected to the process of cutting, sheddering and sizing. The sized tobacco is packed in small plastic sachets 
and sold under a brand name. The product marketed by the applicant is the result of processing undertaken other than mere cleaning, 
grading, sorting or drying and then made fit for human consumption. 

(3) As per the tax invoice (issued by the seller) furnished by the applicant, the commodity purchased by him falls under Sub- 
Fieading 2401 1090 of the Central Excise Tariff Act, 1985. As per such classification, the commodity in question is not a mere pure or 
non cured tobacco, but a tobacco product ready for ultimate consumption. It is a product with a brand name packed in sachets on which 
Central Excise Duty is being paid by the manufacturer. Thus the commodity being purchased by the applicant is not an agricultural 
produce but a tobacco product which is exigible to entry tax as per the Notifications mentioned. 

5. Flence, the clarification already issued in the applicant's case for the period from 01-04-2010 is in order. While rejecting the 
applicant’s request for rejection of such clarification, the rate of tax for the period from 01-04-2007 to 31-03-2010 is hereby clarified as 
under: 

CLARIFICATION NO.KTEG/CLR/CR-12/2012-13, DATED 21-08-2013 

It is clarified that ‘branded unmanufactured tobacco packed in sachets’ is liable to entry tax at 4% for the period from 
01-04-2007 to 31-03-2010 in terms of Notification-1 No.FD 11 CET 2002, dated 30-03-2002 and at 2% from 01-04-2010 onwards in 
terms of the Notification No.FD 86 CSL 2010, dated 31-03-2010.

PREAMBLE: 

The UGC has notified the Regulations on minimum qualifications for appointment of Teachers and other Academic Staff in the 
Universities and Colleges and measures for the maintenance of standards in Higher Education - 2010 vide ref.(1) above. Further, the 
Dept, of Agricutlural Research and Education, Ministry of Agriculture, GOI, New Delhi, vide ref.(2) above has endorsed the aforesaid 
UGC regulations to the State Governments to consider adopting and implementing in respect of State Agricultural Universities. The 
Government of Karnataka vide its Order cited at ref.(3) above has extended the benefit of 2006 Revised UGC/ICAR pay-scales, among 
others, to the Teachers, Librarians and equivalent cadres in the University. The aforesaid UGC regulations also provide for the 
regulations governing Recruitment and Promotion of Teachers. Therefore, the Regulations governing Promotion of Teachers under 
CAS-2006 along with the Score cards for promotions to various grades, the Template for submission of work-done reports for 
promotions under CAS-2006 and the same are approved by the competent Authority. Hence the Order. 

ORDER: 


In pursuance to the aforementioned letters of the UGC/ICAR and the resolution of the Academic Council, the following are 
adopted in the University of Agricultural and Horticultural Sciences, Shimoga with effect from the date of publication of this Notification. 

1. Regulations governing Promotions of teachers under CAS-2006 (Annexure-I); 

2. Score card for promotion of teachers under CAS-2006 (Annexure-ll); 

3. Template for submission of work-done reports for promotions to various grades/cadres/AGP under CAS-2006 (Published in

1.3 The overall promotion procedure shall incorporate transparent, objective and credible methodology of analysis of the 


merits and credentials of the applicants based on weightages given to the performance of the candidate in different 
relevant dimensions and his/her performance on a scoring system proforma, in prescribed score card. 

1.4 (i) Evaluation of research publications shall be as per prescribed Score Card. Popular articles, if any, published by the 

candidates shall be considered only in the concerned discipline/assigned work. Appropriate weightage for such 
publications shall be given as per the score card. 

(ii) At the time of assessing the quality of publications of the candidates during their promotions, the committee shall have to 
be provided with the publications, which could be considered by the committee constituted for the purpose. 
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1.5 The process of promotions should involve inviting the biodata with duly filled score card based template and reprints of 
requisite number of publications of candidates, wherever necessary. 

The publications submitted by the candidate shall be provided to the subject experts for assessment before the interview 
and the evaluation score of the publications provided by the experts shall be factored into the weightage scores while 
finalizing the outcome of promotion by the committee. 

1.6 A teacher who wishes to be considered for promotion under CAS may submit in writing to the university on or after the 
date of eligibility, that he/she fulfils all qualifications under CAS and submits to the university the Score card based work 
done report, duly supported by all credentials. In order to avoid delays in holding Committee meetings in various 
positions under CAS, the University should immediately initiate the process of screening/selection, and shall complete 
the process within six months from the date of application. If a teacher submits the bio-data for assessment for 
promotion after the date of eligibility due to any reason, the date of eligibility for promotion will be the date of submission 
of bio-data for promotion. Further, in order to avoid any hardships, candidates who fulfill all other criteria mentioned in 
these Regulations, as on 24 March, 2010 and till the date on which this Regulation is notified, can be considered for 
promotion from the date, on or after 24 March 2010, on which they fulfill these eligibility conditions, provided as 
mentioned above. 

1.7 A teacher shall have earned annual increments regularly during the assessment period for CAS promotions. 

1.8 Candidates who do not fulfill the minimum score requirement under the Score card based system will have to be re¬ 
assessed only after a minimum period of one year. The date of promotion shall be the date on which he/she has 
successfully got re-assessed. 

1.9 CAS promotions from a lower grade to a higher grade of Assistant Professor shall be conducted by a “Screening cum 
Evaluation Committee” adhering to the Score Card system. 

1.10 The “Screening cum Evaluation Committee” for CAS promotion of Assistant Professors from AGP of' 6000 to 7000 and 
from 7000 to 8000 shall consist of: 

a. The Vice Chancellor as the Chairperson: 

b. One of the Directors / Deans; 

c. The concerned University Plead of the Department; and 

d. One subject expert in the concerned subject nominated by the Vice-Chancellor. 

The quorum for the committee meeting shall be three including the subject expert and the Chairperson. 

1.11 The Screening cum Evaluation Committee on verification / evaluation of score secured by the candidate through Score 
card system shall recommend to the Board of Management about the suitability for the promotion of the candidate(s) 
under CAS for implementation. 

1.12 The composition of the Selection Committee for promotion from AGP of' 8000 to 9000 and from ' 9000 to 10000 shall 
be similar to that for direct recruitments, provided that no teacher other than those with PhD shall be promoted or 
appointed as Professor. 

1.13 All the procedures outlined above, shall be completed on the day of the selection committee meeting, wherein the minutes 
are recorded along with scores obtained and recommendation made on the basis of merit and duly signed by all members 
of the committee in the minutes. 

1.14 CAS promotions being a personal promotion to the incumbent teacher holding a substantive sanctioned post, on 
superannuation of the individual incumbent, the said post shall revert back to its original cadre. 

1.15 The incumbent teacher must be on roll and active service of the University on the date of consideration by the Committee 
for CAS Promotion. Plowever, if the assessment of the teacher/ scientist is delayed he/ she may be considered for 
promotion even after retirement. 

1.16 (a) If a candidate applies for promotion on completion of the minimum eligibility period and is successful, the date of promotion will 

be from that of minimum period of eligibility. 

(b) If, however, the candidate finds that he/she fulfills the eligibility conditions at a later date and applies on that date and is 

successful, his/her promotion will be effected from that date of application fulfilling the criteria. 

(c) If the candidate does not succeed in the first assessment, but succeeds in the eventual assessment, his/her promotion will 

be deemed to be from the later date of successful assessment. 

1.2.1 Ten percent of the positions of sanctioned posts of Professors in the university may be upgraded to the new FIAG scale of 
67,000- 79,000/- (annual increment @ 3%) with no grade pay and persons with a minimum of ten years of 
teaching/research/ extension experience as Professor either in the pre-revised scale of Professor’s pay or the revised scale 
pay will be eligible for promotion to the higher grade of Professorship on satisfying the required minimum scores, assessed 
by a duly constituted Expert committee, and such teachers promoted to the higher grade shall continue to be designated as 
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Professor (HAG). As this elevation to HAG scale for Professor is applicable to only university departments, additional 
credentials are to be evidenced by: 

(a) Post-doctoral research outputs of high standard: 

(b) Awards / honours /and recognitions; 

(c) Additional research degrees like D.Sc., D.Litt., LID, etc.; patents and IPR on products and processes developed / 
technology transfer achieved in the case of teachers in science and technology. 

The selection is to be conducted by the university by receiving duly filled-in proforma from eligible professors based on 
seniority, three times in number of the available vacancies. In case the number of candidates available is less than three 
times the number of vacancies, the zone of consideration will be limited to the actual number of candidates available. The 
assessment process shall be through an Expert-Committee evaluation of all credentials submitted. The Expert Committee 
shall comprise three persons of eminence in the concerned subjects who either are serving or retired and of the rank not 
below Deans/Directors/Vice-Chancellors or equivalent cadres. All the Experts of the Committee shall explicitly mention in 
their recommendation whether the candidate is eligible for placing in the new HAG scale ( 67000-79000 without any AGP). 
The names of ail the recommended candidates will be pooled at the University level and based on seniority and the 
availability of the number of posts, the University shall place the candidates in the new HAG scale ( 67000-79000 without 
any AGP). The candidates whose names have been recommended for placement in the new HAG scale ( 67000-79000 
without any AGP), but not considered for want of vacancies, shall be kept in reserve for a further period of three years and 
shall be placed in the new HAG scale ( 67000-79000 without any AGP) as and when vacancies arise. If any candidate is 
not recommended by the Committee for placement in the new HAG scale ('67000-79000 without any AGP), he/she may 
apply once again after a gap of three years. No separate interview need to be conducted for this category. 

1.3 The PPMC shall act as Internal Quality Assurance Cell (IQAC) in the University with Vice Chancellor as chairperson. The 

IQAC shall act as the documentation and record-keeping Cell for the university. 

2. DUTIES, RESPONSIBILITIES AND LEAVE 

2.1 Duties and Responsibilities of Teachers 

The teachers in the University, including those in research and extension, shall perform the duties as assigned by the 
University from time to time. The following are indicative duties and not exhaustive which the teachers have to perform in the 
University. 

a) Offering courses as decided by the University Head of the Department. 

b) Advising Post Graduate students. 

c) Conducting examinations, evaluation of papers and declaration of results. 

d) Invigilators in the course examinations and other examinations conducted by the College. 

e) Acting as External Examiners both for evaluation of thesis as well as setting and evaluation of answer papers from other 
Universities. 

f) Acting as PG Coordinator and in-charge of PG seminar. 

g) Scrutinizers of grades and results. 

h) Attending PG seminars and colloquia. 

i) Staff Advisors 

j) Tour Leaders, Students' Cousellors 

k) Chief Warden/Warden 

l) NCC/NSS Officers 

m) Supervisors during the RAWE and Experiential Learning Programme, Training Programmes and Internships. 

n) Conducting experiments for research projects. 

o) Attending all meetings as and when convened by the Head of the Department/ Controlling Officers/ any other Officers of the 
University. 

p) Assisting the Controlling Officer in conducting extra-curricular activities. 

q) Acting as Resource Persons in Summer Courses/ Training Programmes conducted in the University. 

r) Conducting demonstrations and other extension activities. 

s) Responding to the farmers’ queries about the solutions to their problems. 

t) Farm Management 

u) Duties as Members of different Committees constituted by the University Authorities. 

v) Any other work assigned by the Controlling Officers/ University.

2.2 Leave: The teachers in the University are entitled to the privileges of leave as prescribed in KCSRs from time to time, in 
addition to those mentioned in the Statutes. 


3. COUNTING OF PAST SERVICES FOR PROMOTION UNDER CAS-2006 


Previous regular service, whether national or international, as Assistant Professor, Associate Professor or Professor or 
equivalent in a University, College, National Laboratories or other scientific/professional Organizations such as the CSIR, 
ICAR, DRDO, UGC, ICSSR, ICHR, ICMR, DBT, etc., should be counted for direct recruitment and promotion under CAS of a 
teacher as Assistant Professor, Associate Professor, Professor, provided that: 

(a) The essential qualifications of the post held were not lower than the qualifications prescribed by the UGC for Assistant 
Professor, Associate Professor and Professor as the case may be. 

(b) The post is/was in an equivalent grade or of the pre-revised scale of pay as the post of Assistant Professor (Lecturer), 
Associate Professor (Reader) and Professor. 

(c) The candidate for direct recruitment has applied through proper channel only. 

(d) The concerned Assistant Professor, Associate Professor and Professor should possess the same minimum 
qualifications as prescribed by the UGC for appointment to the post of Assistant Professor, Associate Professor and 
Professor, as the case may be. 

(e) The post was filled in accordance with the prescribed selection procedure as laid down in the Regulations of 
University/State Government/Central Government/ Concerned Institutions, for such appointments. 

(f) The previous appointment was not as guest lecturer for any duration, or an ad-hoc or in a leave vacancy of less than 
one year duration. Ad hoc or temporary service of more than one year duration can be counted provided that: 

(i) the period of service was of more than one year duration; 

(ii) the incumbent was appointed on the recommendation of duly constituted Selection Committee; and 

(iii) the incumbent was selected to the permanent post in continuation to the ad-hoc or temporary service, without 
any break. 

(g) No distinction should be made with reference to the nature of management of the institution where previous service 
was rendered (private/local body/ Government), for counting past services under this clause. 

4. PERIOD OF PROBATION AND CONFIRMATION 

4.1 The minimum period of probation shall be one year extendable by a maximum period of one more year in case of 
unsatisfactory performance. 

4.2 The confirmation at the end of one year shall be based on satisfactory work done by the candidate. 

4.3 It is obligatory on the part of the University to issue an order of confirmation to the incumbents within 60 days of completion of 
probationary period after due process of verification of satisfactory performance after submitting the application. 

4.4 Probation and confirmation rules are applicable only at the initial stage of recruitment, issued from time to time. 

5. CREATION AND FILLING UP OF POSTS OF TEACHERS 


With the approval of the Government, posts of teachers in university, as far as feasible, may be created in a pyramidal order, 
that is, for instance, for one post of Professor, there shall be two posts of Associate Professors and four posts of Assistant 
Professors, per department.
